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After  learning  about  the  "Adopt  a  Village'  program  through  Free  the  Children  the  St.  Andrew's  College  Outreach 
Committee  decided  to  focus  its  2005-2006  charity  fundraising  efforts  towards  this  program. 
We  decided  to  set  a  fundraising  goal  for  the  year  of  S30.000.  For  only  $27,950  we  are  able  to  do  the  following  for 
one  village  in  the  Massai  Mara  region  of  Kenya:         A  ""is  "^^f 

construct  a  one-room  school  house;         1^^*  -A 

purchase  desks,  chairs,  a  blackboard  and  text  books  for  the  school  house; 

install  two  latrines;  ,\ 

construct  a  residence  for  the  teacher; 

pay  the  teacher's  salary  for  two  years; 

purchase  school  supplies  and  health  kits  for  100  students; 

construct  a  well  to  provide  clean  water  for  the  community;  and 

purchase  S4000  worth  of  medical  supplies  for  the  community  which  corporate  phar- 
maceutical donors  match  at  a  ratio  of  $10  for  every  $1  we  donate. 
One  of  the  unique  aspects  of  Free  the  Children  is  thjfeir  holistic  aproach  to  the  idea 
of  education.  They  recognize  that  children  are  often  pulled  from  school  to  work  at 
home,  either  looking  after  younger  siblings  while  their  parents  move  into  larger 
urban  centers  to  find  work,  or  simply  to  help  out  on  farms.  Through  their  alter- 
native income  programs,  families  are  equiped  with  sewing  machines  that     ^T 
enable  them  to  start  up  micro-buissneses.  By  giving  parents  the  means 
to  earn  a  sustainable  living,  children  are  provided  the  freedom  to  stay  in      ^k 
school.  All  funds  raised  in  excess  of  $28,000  will  be  used  to  buy  sewing 
machines  at  a  cost  of  S300  a  piece  for  each  of  the  families  represented 
our  school  house  community.  When  you  think  about  it,  it's  pretty  incredible 
how  much  of  a  difference  we  can  make  to  this  one  village. 
The  final  fundraising  total  for  the  2005-2006  school  year  was  S32.000.  This 
was  most  definitely  a  whole  school  effort  with  significant  contributions  from  stu- 
dents, faculty,  the  Ladies'  Guild  and  parents.  The  entire  St.  Andrew's  community 
can  certainly  be  proud  of  its  efforts  this  year.
